Any  feminine,  whethcraged  ninety,  or 
weighing  two  hundred,  must  dance."

Thin  drsrriptioti  of  n  recent  notnblt 
ovpul  by  a  N.  Y.  newspaper  twin  is  lite 
best  wo  have  scou  :  As  I  he  time  drew 
ucar  loug  rows  of  siagulnrly  looking 
climds  wcro  sirctchcd  across  tho  bcitr- 
eiis  in  nearly  na  cast  i\ttd  west  direc- 
tieu,  nud  these  passed  in  succession 
over  the  situ,  preveuiiog,  for  some 
ntes  together,  any  clear  nad  distinct 
obscrvntiou  of  its  siirfnco.  Even  the 
spaces  belwocu  these  longitudinal  clouds 
were  not  perfectly  clear,  but  were 
more  or  less  tilled  itp  willi  their  patches 
id  haxy  streaks  nud  bunches  ef  cirrus 
clouds'— "ntans's  tails"  nud  "mackerel 
scales."  According  to  the  predictions 
of  the  iiMrouoiuer*,  ^'enlls  wonltl  bo 
scon  tiiueliiiig  the  lower  left-hand  edge 
of  tho  sun  at  about  9  :0S  o'clock.  Now 
York  lime.  At  that  hour  the  sun  en- 
tered ono  of  the  gaps  between  the  rows 
dI  clouds,  mill  its  disk  was  seen  pretty 
[dearly  defined.  Observers  mljiiBtod 
their  lalMoopes  upon  the  eritieal  point, 
ami  held  their  bieitth  ;  nt  Icitnt,  those 
who  hnd  not  been  bred  in  ebsorvatories 
•lid,  lor  te  t bem  it  seemed  hardly  cred- 
ible that  such  a  prediction  could  have 
been  fulUllcd.  It  utmost  smacked 
the  black  art  that  man  should  thus  pre- 
sume to  foretell  yenrs  in  advauco,  nad 
write  down  in  books,  the  miaiito  when 
i\  black  dot  would  bo  seen  cucronchiug 
on  the  shilling  edge  ol  the  suu.  Itnt 
while  i  huso  who  half  doubted,  nudthosc 
who  feared,  that  there  might  have  been 
sonic  mistake  were,  revolving  these 
thiugs  iu  their  minds,  behold  it  was 
llierv.  It  made  tho  unpractised  obser- 
ver slart  with  a  feeling  half  of  awe  to 
see  u  black,  perfectly  defined  liae  sud- 
denly makes  ils  appcaraucc  on  tho  very 
edge  efiho  sun,  which  n  socoud  bolero 
had  been  us  bright  and  cleaaly  eur 
us  the  edge  of  h  rouud  golden  ruin 
In  the  fraction  of  it  second  it  was 
leuger  it  line,  but  a  smoothly  rounded 
black  uotch  iu  the  edge  of  the  suu. 
The  first  contact  had  taken  place,  aad 
Vouiis  was  last  swiuging  iuto  line 
between  the  earth  ami  Ibe  sou.  the 
black  uotch  deepened.  Ils  curve  was 
as  perfect,  nud  ils  outline  as  sharp,  ns 
the  imagination  could  conceive.  As  il 
grew  deeper  and  dec  por,  there  presently 
burst  into  sight  a  marvellously 
bountiful  phenomenon.  Tho  atmos- 
phere ef  the  planet  had  caught 
the  siiubciinis  on  its  outer  edge,  and 
boot  them  rouud,  so  that  it  became  vis- 
blc  as  a  beautiful  hnlf-oirclc  ef  light. 
The  secue  was  almost  indescribable, 
uud  everybody  who  saw  it  uttered  ex- 
clamations ol  admirntiou.  Halt  tho 
planet's  body  was  betweeu  the  cyo  of 
the  observer  aud  the  sun,  making  a 
deep  black  scollop  in  the  sun's  edge. 
The  other  half,  being  yet  outside  the 
suo's  disk,  was  invisible,  but  around 
the  uosccu  edge,  shining  against  the 
sky,  aud  arcbiug  rainbow-like  across 
the  black  gap  in  the  sun's  edge,  was  an 
arc  of  silvery  light.  Soate  observers 
who  were  favored  with  very  cloar  skies 
saw  a  yet  more  beautiful  sight.  To 
tlicui  thai  whole  portiou  of  Venus'  disk 
which  had  act  yet  entered  upoo  the 
sou's  face  uppcarcd  illuminated  within 
the  arc  ol  light  by  a  faint  glow,  pre- 
senting such  an  appcaraacc  as  tbc  ucw 
moon  wheu  the  uuillumiuatcd  portion 
visible  reflects  back  tbc  light  (ronrcd 
upou  it  from  the  coutiuents  nnd  oceaus 
ol  I  be  earth.  After  tbc  planet  had 
pas>cd  fully  within  the  sun's  disk,  or 
secoad  contact,  lis  it  is  technically 
eallcd,  had  takcu  place,  the  sight  was 
hardly  less  beautiful.  Dilfercnt  spec- 
tators gotdiflfcrout  impressions  of  it. 
To  some  it  appeared  like  a  perfidy 
round  black  hole  in  tho  sun ;  others 
coiupnrcd  it  to  a  little  black  ball  floating 
iu  a  kettle  of  white-hot,  molten  iron, 
but,  to  those  who  reflected  upon  the 
rci\l  significance  ef  tbc  phenomenon, 
it  hhed  a  flood  ef  light  upon  the  struc- 
ture of  this  wjudorlul  family  of  worlds 
to  which  the  earth  belongs.  They 
saw  iu  the  black  circle  that  seemed  so 
distinct  against  the  sun,  a  plauct  which, 
iu  pursuing  its  regular  course  ol  revo- 
lution, bad  come  directly  between  the 
earth  and  the  sun,  nud,  being  unillit- 
aiinaled  on  the  side  turucd  toward  the 
eitrtli.  because  the  sun  could  uot  shine 
upon  that  side,  presented  tho  appear- 
ance of  a  black  circle.  To  such  obser- 
vers it  was  n  world  iu  silhouette — it 
world  that  iu  sire,  iu  the  successiou  of 
ils  scan,  uud  ia  many  other  particulars, 
closely  resembles  the  world  in  whleli 
wo  live,  la  about  21)  minutes  the 
black  body  of  the  planet  had  passed 
completely  withiuttic  edge  of  the  sun, 
and  then  the  observers  saw,  with  vury- 
iug  degrees  ol  distinctness,  tho  carious 
phcimnicnoukoowu  as  the  "bluck  drop,' 
us  the  outer  edge  of  the  planet  slowly 
withdrew  from  its  apparent  coufact 
villi  tho  sun.  histoid  ef  sepnrntiuf, 
ilnirply  and  clearly,  the  two  edges  ap- 
peared to  remain  couneetcd  lor  several 
seconds  by  it  black  or  gray  ligament. 
The  best  telescopes,  nud  I  hose  si  tooted 
in  places  where  the  atmosphere  was 
nteudy,  did  not  sluiw  much  of  the 
'black  drop,"  but,  with  poorer  glassei 
ad  unsteady  air,  it  was  lucre  trouble- 
some.  This  phenomenon,  which 
greatly  bothered  the  observers  of  the 
|Hih  century,  has  been  cxpalincd  on 
optical  grounds,  uud  has,  iu  fact,  been 
fnlrly  iinilnlctl  iu  experiments  with  ar- 
tillrial  transits  ol  Venus,  contrived  for 
liulug  observers,  no  that  it  given  lens 
trouble  new.  Somo  observers  (mlnv, 
aw  Utile  trace  of  It.  An  the 
planet  wlowly  crossed  tho  nun,  keeping 
he  lower  edge,  thousands  of  per 
ilareil  at  It  with  smoked  and  cob 
orcd  glasses.  After  the  llrsl  two  coir 
tacts  wcro  over,  the  observers  devoted 
their  iittonllou  to  studying  the  appeal 
aucc  of  the  planet  and  searching  for 
nny  possible  mtlelite.  Somo  noticed 
light  ipols  on  the  dark  crb  ol  Veom 
ulilch  they  were  Inclined  to  ascribe  I 
mute  |h  fiilarilv  In  the  physical  coudi 
Ion  ol  the  planet,  though  It  In  more 
likely  that  they  were  merely  optical  llln- 


Story  of  a  Song. 
Jclui  Howard  Payne,  nutluir 
"Iliinie,  Sweet  Home,"  was  a  w 
personal  Iricnd  of  Jehu  Koss,  who 
be  remembered  its  the  celebrated  chief 
ol  tbo  Cberokces.  At  the  time  the 
Cberokoes  were  removed  lrom  their 
hollies  iu  Georgia  to  their  present  pos- 
sessions west  ol  the  .Mississippi  river, 
Pityuc  was  spending  n  tew  weeks  in 
Georgia  with  Ro»s,  who  wits  occupying 
a  miserable  enbiu,  having  been  forcibly 
ejected  lrom  bis  lonncr  home.  A  aum- 
berol'lhc  proiuiueut  Cbcrokees  were  in 
prison,  aud  Ibut  portiou  ef  Georgia  in 
which  the  tribo  wus  located  was  scoured 
by  untied  squads  of  the  Georgia  militia, 
who  hnd  orders  to  nrfe*t  all  who  refused 
to  lenve  the  couutry.  While  Ross  and 
Pay  no  were  seated  before  the  flrc  in  the 
lint,  the  door  wns  suddenly  burst  open 
1  six  or  eight  mililiaaicu  sprang  into 
room.  The  rohlicrs  losl  ue  time  in 
taking  their  prisnue-rs  away.  Ross  was 
permuted  lo  rido  bis  own  horse,  while 
I'aync  was  mounted  on  cue  led  by  a 
soldier.  An  I  he  litllc  party  left  tho  hov- 
el, rain  began  (ailing  and  eoationed  un- 
til every  man  wns  drenched  thoroughly. 
The  journey  lasted  all  night.  Tow- 
ards  midnight  Pivync's  escort,  in  erdor 
to  keep  himself  awake,  began  buinmiug 
Heine,  home,  sweet,  sweet,  hoaic," 
when  Payne  remarked — 

Little  did  I  expect  te  hear  that  soug 
ituder  such  circumstances  and  at  such  a
